Formal Complaint

in the press report given by Officer Woolly, nowhere does It say she was being aggressive 
towards anybody, or being an immediate threat to any individual or group of people, but rather just 
being elusive, and unable to contain, Thaf s where he took it into his own hands and decided killing her 
was the best resolution. Shortly thereafter, I approached the scene and asked officer Woolly "do you 
guys have my dog?" to which he simply responded "oh, she's dead; I Just shot her/' 

Not only was shooting my dog unethical and unnecessary, but conspiring to falsify a police 
report completely conflicts with his responsibilities and code of being a police officer. So, with that being 
said, J would like to fife for an outside independent investigation Into this incident.
